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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claims 1 , 4-7, 9, and 14-25, the 
Examiner meant to cite MPEP section 2144.04 (V.C.), which supports the obviouness rejection made for making the digital camera and 
cellular phone separate. Additionally, in response to applicant's argument that the Examiner fails to consider the unexpected results 
achieved by the combination, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e. unexpected results) are not recited in the 
rejected claims. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). With repect to the dependent claims 3 and 8, since the 
applicant did not adequately traverse the "Official Notice" following the Non- Final rejection, the Examiner admitted the "Official Notice" to 
be admitted prior art in the Final rejection (page 7).
